in the districts where the Indians need 
the animals for themselves 

Every year the department of In- 
dian Affairs has a medical inspection 
made of the Indians and Dr. Wall, 
who for three years has made the an- 
nual inspection in northern Quebec 
has reported to Ottawa that the hunt- 
ing was poor thjs year following a 
Winter of deep srw with high water 
in the spring. White trappers in the 
region have been killing all the game

Indians themselves are naturally in- 
clined to conserve their game and are 
appealing to the government of 
Quebec for protection

Land Purchased 

“The land for this extension Was 
purchased some three years back, but 
at the time of the purchase the busi- 
ness of the city did not warrant the 
addition, continued Mr, Stewart, but) 
the rapid growth during the past two) 
years in the business handled through | 
the post office make it imperative that 
this work be undertaken in the near 
future.” 

In discussing the plans Mr. Stewart 
intimated that a complete re-model- 
ling of the present building would be 
undertaken, and that the complete 
unit would give Edmonton one of the 
finest government buildings in West- 
ern Canada. It is estimated that the 
cost of making the alterations and the 
additions would be in the neighbor- 
hood of $300,000. 

Dealing with the question of the 
cancellation of oi] leases in the Wain- 
wright field, Mr. Stewart stated that | 
the Department of the Interior had 
granted further extensions to holders 
of leases in order that such holders 
might have a chance to make arrange- 
ments to meet the requirements of 
the department. Mr, Stewart pointed 
out that the department was ready 
to meet the holders of leases and give 
them any essistance possible, but that 
it would not be fair to allow the leases 
to continue unless some effort was 
made by the holders either to pay off 
the back rents or develop the property 

Asked if there was any possibility | 
of an extension of the period for the 
shipment of Alberta coal to the East, 
Mr. Stewart stated that the govern-
